INTRODUCTION 


In  the  cataloging  of  this -collection,  a  few  departures  from  previous  practices  have  been 
made.  The  Republican  issues  have  been  cataloged  and  arranged  according  to  Michael  H. 
Crawford’s  recent  ROMAN  REPUBLICAN  COINAGE,  Cambridge,  1973. 

Though  time  has  not  allowed  critical  reviews  of  this  new  work,  and  some  scholars  may 
find  themselves  in  disagreement  with  this  arrangement,  it  will  undoubtedly  be  used  as  the 
standard  reference  for  Roman  Republican  coins. 

The  Imperatorial  and  Imperial  coins  follow  a  general  chronological  arrangement.  They 
are  listed  according  to  Cohen  within  each  Emperor’s  reign,  except  that  the  gold  is  listed  first, 
the  bronze  last.  Some  rearrangement  will  be  noticed,  especially  in  the  Imperatorial  and  late 
Republican  coins.  This  has  been  done  as  a  convenience  for  the  collector  and  according  to  the 
latest  research.

LEGIONARY  DENARII  of  MARC  ANTONY 

These  denarii,  often  of  base  silver,  though  usually  of  full  weight,  were  struck  by  Antony  to  pay  the 
legions  he  engaged  prior  to  the  Battle  of  Actium.  These  coins  circulated  for  two  centuries,  and  are 
found  in  many  late  hoards.  The  group  offered  here  lacks  only  the  LEG  PRI  (I)  and  LEG  XV11I  to  be 
complete.  According  to  Crawford,  they  were  struck  at  a  mint  moving  with  Marc  Antony  from  32 
to  31  BC.  Crawford  knows  of  864  obverse  dies  and  960  reverse  dies  for  the  entire  series.

DENARII  OF  THE  CIVIL  WARS 

The  issues  attributed  to  Spain  by  Mattingly  in  the  BMC  are  dated  by  him  from  April  6  to  June  14, 
AD  68.  They  are  modelled,  primarily,  after  denarii  of  the  Republic.  Neronian  issues  were,  according 
to  the  same  numismatist,  the  models  for  the  Civil  War  coins  attributed  to  Gaul.  These  Gallic  issues 
are  dated  from  early  March  to  some  time  in  May  of  AD  68. 

The  military  issues  have  been  a  matter  of  controversy.  Mattingly,  in  Numismatic  Chronicle,  1952, 
attributes  them  to  Colonia  Agrippinensium  and  places  their  mintage  at  the  end  of  68.  He  states 
that  they  were  issued  by  the  German  legions  who  were  in  revolt  against  Galba.  Mattingly  also 
suggests  that  the  Gallic  issues  of  Vespasian  (lots  285  and  286  in  this  catalog)  are  from  the  same  mint. 
Kraay,  in  the  same  journal,  dates  them  to  the  spring  of  AD  69,  and  believes  they  were  minted  in 
Southern  Gaul,  then  smuggled  into  Rome  to  subvert  the  loyalty  of  the  Praetorians  from  Otho  to 
Vitellius.
